LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 8 (U.PJ— The Soviet bloc, after 
three weeks of silence, today rejected Arab demand? ;for 
political control of Palestine and indicated it will support 
partition of that bloody area between Arabs and Jews despite 
Arab threats to start a middle eastern war. 

The tip-off on the Soviet attitude toward Palestine was 
first given by Polish Delegate J. Winiewicz in the United 
Nations assembly's special Palestine committee. 

The United States— which holds the key to what the U.N. 
win try to do' in Paleatino— was still silent, although spokes- 
men indicated Secretory of 
State Marshall may bo ready 
to let his delegation show It^ 
hand tomorrow. 



WInlowlos, thq Bollsb ambassodcr 
to Washington, coupled his state- 
ment of policy on Palestlne with a 
harsh attack on British policy there. 
He chanted thot Palestine was a 
"powder-banrel" todoy largely be- 
CBuaa of Britain's policy ot -"divide 
et empera" (divide and rule). 

Britain's policy, he said, has not 
been directed toward the interests 
ot Palestine.

Freight Rates 
Cogt Boosted 
$127,000,000 

WASHINOTON, Oct. 8 (tW-The 
Interatale commerce commission has 
granted the naUon's railroads freight 
and passenger rato increases that 
will cost the public about 1137,000,000 
by the end of the year. 

Tho commission authortud a 
country-wldo emergency Jump of 
10 per cent In freight rates, eftecUve 
on three days' notice. 

Southern railroads alio were per- 
mitted to raise passenger coach 
fares by ia.03 per cent and Pullman 
fares by O.M per cent on flvo daya' 
noUce. Then passengers traveling 
in the area east of tbo Mississippi 
and south of tho Ohio and Potomac 
rivers will pay tho <ame fares re- 
cently approved for the nortfteasL 

Carriers in tho northeast wlU get 
about Ma.700.000 out of the freight 
Increase this year, the commission 
said. SouthcastJm roads wUl get 
118^00,000 and western lines »M.- 
000.000. The incrcaaea apply to all 
commodlUes except coal, coke and 
iron ore. on which specific per ton 
ralAcs were allowed. 

The commission noted objections 
to tho Increases on grounds that they 
are "InflaUonaiy." but added: 

"In our Judgment that factor is 
outweighed by the necessity of keep- 
ing the carriers. In the face of higher 
coils of operation, in a reasonably 
hcolthy condition ... to uke care 
ol the demand of the publlo Ior«de- 
qualo tronsportotlon."

It was If a doctor, called to see a patient 
approaching the crisis of pneumonia, had 
told him to Ue down and take an aspirin, and 
had promised to drop In next wecic to see how 
ha was getting on. 

Mr. Truman said, after the meetlnB. that 
no money for emergency aid would be avail" 
able after I>ec. ]. But he e:q)Ia)ned that It 
would b« useless tor him to call a special 
session of congress If the chairmen of the 
foreign relations and appropriation commit- 
tees of the senite and house were agabut It 

The president said that France and Italy 
were without enough food and fuel tor the 
fall and winter and h&d no money to buy 
them. He alao said that he was writing to 
the cholrmftQ of the above committees r*- 
quflsttng that they convene to consider the 
present crisis. 

Mr. Truman (aid that, unless aid tor France 
and Itily wti forthcoming <iulcUy. ther« 
would b« nothing In western Surope for the 
Marshall plaa to reconstruct. But Chair- 
man Vandenberg. of the senate foreign rela- 
tions committee, said his group could not meet 
before Nov. 1, because the sUte department 
would hive nothing concret* t>etore Nov. 1. 

Mr. Vandenberg said that the quesUon hi 
emergency aid to Europe was one of "element- 
iQ human aufrlval In a free society." But 
Benafatf Tatt, oa a tour of the west, said he 
dldnt think eongreaa could do much before 
January because many members eouldnt 
get back In tlue for a special session, Some 
of them, he pointed out, were touring 
throughout the world. 

The congressional leaders were Impressed 
by Mr. Truman with the choice of appropri- 
ating $880,000,000 foe emergency xellef or 
seeing communism sweep Europe. But Sen- 
ator Lucas said that, unless congress got 
some facts It dldnt already know, he was 
afraid that a tpeclal session would be devoted 
largely to pollUcs and the IMS alecUons. 

Surely. If all these dire wamlrMPi are true, 
It la time for something » Uttle more drastic 
than committee meetings. Aid to Europe, aid 
which Is Important to this country as weU 
as to Europe's cold and hungry, cannot be 
given unless congress approprlatea money 
for It. 

The oTflrwhebnlng evidence to date Is that 
.the European situation Is a conflagration 
perilously near getting out of control. It 
would seem to call for swift, decisive action.

For four year* during the Civil 
war tn Spain Dl Vlttorl waa a pellU- 
cal commissar In the International 
brigade. U any toughening process 
hod been necessary, this supplied 
it. 

It was n trial by lire and those 
who came through it were given 
Moscow's stomp of approval. Even 
during the years of Uia nail triumph 
they moved through Europe 
forged papers by the communist 
underground, which defies all regul- 
ations. In Poland I met the same 
type. In at least one instance In 
key government position. 

Dl Vlttorl talked about the pol- 
itics of the members of his labor 
organization. Fifty •eight per cent 
ore communist, he sold. Twenty 
per cent are socialists who went 
along with their lender, Pletro 
Nennl. In a imlon with the com- 
munists. Twelve per cent are Ohrls- 
tlsn demotratj, two per cent Be- 
publtcaiu. 

These, ot course, are Dl Vlttorl'i 
figures. He brings them out with a 
take -it- or -leave- it confidence, Tha 
word assurance Is lnade<iuale. This 
Is a force of nature; something In- 
side the man that has carried him 
thus far and hBjJntends it to carry 
him alUthe wayL/pp matter what 
obstacles, human or otherwise, he 
must ride over. 

"fhe agricultural workers In the 
north were slaves, he said, nothing 
more than slaves before Uiey were 
organized. There Is no emotion In 
this comment. It Is port of the 
driving force, - 

The most pronounced) response 
come when I suggested that ha must 
be a very toutth man to have coma 
through so much. It wns not true, 
hi said. That sounded like the 
distortions In the American press 
whcte the communists were made 
out to be barbarians. 

"Wo believe in legal methods." 
ha said. "We want to avoid a civil 
war. TTiere has been too much 
bloodshed. Wc ohall not force 
resort to arms. I, myself, am 
humanitarian.

On the subject of tSe OathoUo 
church, Dl Vlttorl was ' Interesting, 
The church, he said, need not be 
an obstade to progress.

Dl Vlttorl, "wUl defend and de- 
velop the Christian - doctrine as

Iowa Farmer Is Shocked by 
Condition of Europe's Farms 



By IIAL BOYLE 

OARNER, lo.. Oct. 7 (/F>-Blg- 
boned Jack Dcthmers. comfortably 
well-to-do after yeora of rugged 
work In the black rich soil of Iowa, 
went abroad to see how the farmers 
of other lands were fairing. 

He was one of 33 curious Iowa 
farmers who paid out ll,GDa apiece 
for a month-long air trip to , 
European conditions first hand. 

Detbmera has come back ap- 
palled at the hopelessness ot Eu- 
rope's economic situation. 

■Seems as It we knew less when 
we got back than when we started,' 
he said soberly, 

"Well have to feed them— Uie 
people over there. And we < 
sell It to them because theyTt _. 
ready bankrupt. Well Just have to 
give It to them. 

"Its either thot or turn them 
over to the communists. The feellnn 
Is pretty strong over there already." 

Tho six-fool farmer, who worked 
his own way up from hired bond, 
was considerably shocked at caste 
and class barriers In European 
lands which make It difficult for 
men to belter their lot. Stunmlng up 
his memories of Europe's dblressed, 
he said: 

'They can't understand why we 
were so lucky to have been bom 
hero and they so unlucky to have 
been bom In Europe." 

He told with a look ot wonder on 
his toco ot hungry Germans search- 
ing polAto fields that had already 
been harvested. 

'They picked up potatoes no 
bigger than a pea," he said. "But I 
suppose when one Is hungry hell 
pick up anything." 

Dclhmera sold the English farm- 
era generally were .trying to deal 
honorably tlirough regular trade 
channels, but that In Prance the 



lormus attempted to sell thoir __. 
tire crop on the black market. But 
the French have thrown In the towel 
compared to the English. The 
Prendi beg for help and make no 
bones about It. The English still 
have their pride. They say "We'll 
get along," and they hale- the 
thouBht of charily.

B. farmers this month 
comidete their IMT harvest, the 
department ot asrlculture estimates 
that natlcmal fami Income will 
reached the all-time total of 130,-

000,000. In IB40 It was only Ill/lOO,- 
000,000. 

The combined a.ueta of Amerl- 
saa farmers— their land, livestock, 
machlaen^ and savlnsa— are today 
Klven a value ol tlll.OOO.OOO.OOO. 
Last year It was tss.ooo.ooo.ooo. Be- 
fore the war It was *S4.000.0DO,000. 

Total of farm mortsnsea and loans 
Is put at $0,000,000,000 as asalnst 
<7,O00.D00,00O Inst year and $10,000.- 
000,000 before the war. 

These blE flQures on the na- 
tional farm prosperity are Impres- 
sive. They Indlcftlo that D. S. farm 
Income has nearly tripled, that the 
tanners' net worth has nearly 
doubled and that (heir Indebtedness 
has sone down a fifth. Under such 
conditions, the averase farmer 
should be fccUnir no pnln.

New England 
fanns have shared least In the war 
prosperity. 

The physical volume of crops and 
llvestoclc*aent to market this year 
win probably be do«-n a Uttle 
last- year's peak. 

The fortunes ot farmen rise and 
fall as the ylelda go up or down. It 
la the continuing scarcity ot farm 
products, plus higher levels of con- 
sumption, that have driven up 
prices and brought the farmer his 
new prosperity.

Redudns thb to averases again, 
means thst In round numbers, 
the 3,000.000 top farmers wOl' take 
In more than tlLOOO apltce— or 
*23.000.000.D0&--for their year^ work. 
But the two million farmera at the 
bottom of the scsia will grosa leaa 
than •1.400,000.000. or |T0O each. 

Thla la still the tragedy of Ameri- 
can farming today— the one-third 
of the farmers who live on matsln- 
al land and barely make a living.

The duck hunting season In this 
area got under way at noon yester- 
day with the hunters reporting fair 

iccesi. 

Meanwhile differences of opinion 
aroao on the liumber of duck In the 
, W, R. Prlebe, long regarded 
n authority on duck hunting 
conditions, reported that his Inves- 
tlgaUons had revealed that the duck 
population woe about 85 per cent 
of what It wu a year ago, 

"ThereH be plenty ot disappoint- 
ments for the duck hunters," Prlcbo 
stated. 

However, Bill Nltschke, local pres- 
ident ot Ducks Unlimited, said that 
all reports he had. received Indicat- 
ed the duck population on the river 
from Burley nil the way to King 
Httl. The. ducks Included not only 
the natives, he said, but also pin- 
tails which are foreign to this area. 

Burton Perrlne, former state fish 
culturist, said that It was his ob- 
servation that ducks were plentltuL 
He was among those who got the 
limit on opening day, 

"I found some redheods which are 
not native to this area," he said. "But 
this does not mean there's a north- 
em fllsht— It's too early for thoL" 

DUCK INCREASE REPORTED 
NEW YORK. Oct. 7 W>-Spons- 
men wllf have 110,000.000 wild ducks 
for tatgels. Ducks XJnllmltcd esti- 
mated OS the nation's abbreviated 
hunting season got under way at 
noon In 13 states yesterday. 

Tlie waterfowl agency's estimate 
Is approximately 4,000,000 above Its 
figures on the duck crop a ytax ago. 

.Reason for the Increase In duck 
population. Bays the agency. Is the 
Ideal hatching weather In Canada's 
lOuUiem prairie lands this summer 
and- early fall. This area customar- 
ily averases but two hatching sea- 
ins every decade. 

However, the duckling brood av- 
erage this year Is 0,3, Ducks Un- 
limited representatives said. 

Although Indian summer weather 
prevailing throughout most of 
the United States and the southern 
provinces of Canada, there are re- 
ports that the duck migration 
toward their winter home has start- 
ed. 

The fllBht. however, has not been 
large enouEh to Indicate which fly- 
ways will be the heaviest this year. 

Shooting started at noon today In 
Michigan, North and South Dakota, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota. Arieona, New 
i^exlco, Colorado, Idaho. Wyoming, 
Maine and New Hampshire, Some 
ot the statu have divided the allated 
30 shooting days Into two sections. 

The bag llmlte. ns well as the sea- 
son, have been trimmed sharply this 
year. You are now allowed four 
ducks a day with a possession limit 
of eight. A year ago hunters ' 
allowed T and II and two years ago 
the limits were ID and 30.
